2. A support cushion as in claim 1 that is concerned with supporting an infant 
and child who cannot sit up unsupported of who needs support while sitting, 
that firmly supports an infant's and child's neck when lying, and back and 
arms all on four sides when seated, that also provides a safe nest-like well in 
which infant and child sits while playing with toys prior to learning how to 
crawl, who needs a soft, firm object to rest on while positioned up on knees, 
who needs a soft, firm, low to the ground object to sit on when needing a seat 
with feet positioned resting on the floor either inside the square or outside the 
square, and who needs a soft, firm cushion to lay on. 
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
